lity, With w perpetual emphasis of sex 
about them, we read that female missiona- 
tiea often “rather prefer an audicnco. of 
males," aa being more attentive, It is dis- 
tinctly unpleasant to epeculate as to the ex- 
planation of this excessive masculine iuter - 
est; but much may be hinted in a book 
like the Rev. Mr. Wansae's that would be 
considered dut of place in a newspaper. We 
may quote in conclusion: 

“It is awful to contemplate what may ba tho 
Popular verdict on a young aud inexpsrienced 
girl . more especially when the judgea 
ate Chiness men and women, and these of the 
moat ignorant and conservative clase, whose

DEATH OF MR. F. J; MALTLAND, 
‘SHANGHAL 


Tt is with mach regret we hove to chronicle 
the death of Mr. Francis Sohn Maitland who is 
more familiarly known as - Frank ” Maitland, 
which took place on Jan. 26th at the Shanghai 
Generel Hospital, He had only been a short 
time seriously ill, and it was thought adviasble, 
as his only hope of recovery, to undergo an 
operation. This operation took place, but it 
wos of no avail; ho gradually grow weaker and 
next morning he passed quietly away. He was 
the son of tho lute Septimus Maitland, who 
lived in Shanghai in tho ‘ forties and. who war 
a tea merchant here in the ‘fifties’. He was 
horn in Kent, England, in 1858. In 1875 he 
joined the firm of Messrs, Thorne and Co, of 
London, sud in 1878 he came out fo Shanghai 
and joined the firm of Messrs, Maitland & Co., 
remaining with them until it was turned into 
liability company in 1891, when 
be became the senior partner, which position he 
filled up to the time of bia death. For many 
years he ‘has written on sporting matters in 
different papers ever the name of * Daybreak,” 
and as his articles were slways amusing, they 
wore looked for and read with avidity. Ho 
started Sport and“Gomip, a weekly papers in 
1896, and not long ago he bought the Shanghai 
Times, He was a Toon sportsman, and yery 
fond of avimals, snd was, wo believe, inatra- 
ments! in starting the Shanghai Society for the. 
Prevention of Cruelty to Animals, A short 
timasince he was throwa from his horse and’ be 
has never beon ihe dame man since. His familiar 
fignre will be very much missed, To say he bad 
many—friend¢—in-China—would_not_be_saying- 
much, for he, was beloved by many and his 
death will ‘ba keenly felt, and all sincoral 
sympathiso with his wife, who is at home witl 
relatives.
